REMARKS 

Claims 1 to 3 are pending in the present application. Applicants respectfully request 
reconsideration of the present application in view of the preceding amendments and 
following remarks. 

I. Rejection of Claims 1 to 3 Under 35 V.S.C. $112 

Claims 1 to 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as allegedly failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The Office Action alleges that the claim 
feature of a "primary winding is cast as a structural component in a cylindrical ring element" 
is not disclosed in the specification and that the specification does not reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor had possession of the claimed invention. 
Claims 1 to 3 were also rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as allegedly failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which the applicants regard as 
the invention. The Office Action alleges that the feature of "the primary winding is cast as a 
stractural component in a cylindrical ring element" is imclear. 

Applicants respectfully submit that page 3, lines 9 to 15, describes a stmctiu-al 
component 1 1 which includes a primary winding. A primary wire 7, together with a spindle, 
as illustrated in Figures 1 and 2, is inserted as a unit into an encapsulation layer molding die 
and the encapsulation layer, including an integrally injected primary winding made from 
enameled copper wire, is produced in a single molding procedure. As a result, the 
specification does recite that the primary winding is provided as a structural component. 
Furthermore, as provided in Figures 1 and 2, the shape of the structural component is 
cylindrical. Applicants respectfully submit that there is sufficient written description to 
enable a person of ordinary skill in the art to make and/or use the invention and that the 
claims are consistent with the requirements of 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph. Applicants 
further respectfully submit that as provided in claim 1, the feature of a primary winding cast 
as a structural component in a cylindrical ring element is clear and fully supported by the 
specification. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the 35 U.S.C. 112, second 
paragraph, rejections to claims 1 to 3. 
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II. Rejection of Claims 1 to 3 Under 35 U.S.C. S 102fb^ 

Claims 1 to 3 were rejected under 35 U.S. C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by United 
States Patent No. 6,781,500 ("Kawai et al."). Applicants respectfully submit that the Kawai 
et al. reference does not anticipate claims 1 to 3 for the following reasons. 

Claim 1 has been amended to recite (1) that the ignition coil has a structural 
component formed by an extrusion procedure, (2) that the structural component forms a 
housing of the ignition coil, and (3) that the primary winding is integrated into the housing 
such that the primary winding is not wound onto an outer circumference of the bobbin. 
Support for the amendment to claim 1 is found, for example, on page 3, lines 9 to 18, and 
Figures 1 and 2. 

Li order for a reference to anticipate a claim, "every element of the claimed invention 
must be identically shown in a single reference." In re Bond. 910 F.2d 831, 832, 15 USPQ2d 
1566, 1567 (Fed. Cir. 1990) (emphasis added). As discussed below, Kawai et al. fail to 
disclose every feature of amended claim 1 . 

The Kawai et al. reference allegedly relates to an ignition coil for an internal 
combustion engine. Title . As provided in Figure 2, an intemal resin layer structure 174 is 
placed around a center core 1 10, a secondary spool 131 and secondary coil 130. A primary 
spool 121 is then placed around the resin layer structure 174. A primary coil 120 is then 
wound around the primary spool 121. A second section of the resin layer structure 174 is 
then positioned around the primary coil 120 separating the winding structure from the 
housing 170 (172). Kawai et al. do not disclose any configuration wherein a primary winding 
is not wound onto a bobbin. Kawai et al., in fact, teach the precise opposite of the claimed 
invention when it discloses a configuration in which the primary coil is wound onto an outer 
circumference of a primary bobbin. As the Kawai et al. reference fails to disclose or suggest 
the features of amended claim 1, applicants respectfully request withdrawal of the rejection to 
claim 1. 

Claims 2 and 3 depend from claim 1 and therefore include all of the features of 
amended claim 1 . Applicants respectfiiUy submit that claims 2 and 3 are patentable for at 
least the reasons presented above in relation to amended claim 1 . 
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It is therefore respectfully submitted that all pending claims are allowable. All 
issues raised by the Examiner have been addressed, therefore an early and favorable action on 
the merits is earnestly solicited.
